NO PENALTY ATTACHED,

| Regulations Regarding Display of
Meoat Are Worthleas.

Food Inspector Widmayer has been
feeling rather blue for the past dav or
two, und It's all because he has dis-
covered that the rules adopted some
time ago by the bonrd of health, pro-
hibiting the hanging of meat outslde
butcher shops, can not be enforced.

The food inspector was all in readl-
hess on Monday to arrest a certaln
market man who has been a speclal
violater of the rules, when he discove
ered that there was no clause vrovid-
Ing for a penalty, In ease of violation,
nttached to the wet of regulations, the
board evidently having falled to notice
this defect when they were adopted,

The act of assembly provides that all
rules passed by the board shall be ae
ordinances, and that a!l oenaltles col-
lected from violaters of «ald rules shall
be turned over to the city treasurer,
Innsmuch as thers Ia no penalty at-
fixed, the rules are worthless, and the
only thing now to be done s to addl
such a clause at the next meetlng of
the board,

In the meantime, the butchers are
sald to be taking advantage of this
legal loophole and are hanging a large
part of thelr meat outside thelr shops,

“Taylorville Miner"” Tells the Story
of the Last Big BStrike in
This Valley.

Below  will be found ““Taylorvitle
Miner's” wversion of the celebrated
strike of 1877, This letter I8 the fourth
in the serles. The other three were

published on Jan, 6, 15 and 20 respect-
fvely:

Editor of The Tribune—
